The Future of Philately 


AM not sure whether the views 
I am about to express will be 
regarded as those of a die-hard 
reactionary or those of a blood- 
thirsty revolutionary. Such a 
two-sided possibility has, however, 
the consolation that there may be 
found in it something that may appeal 
to all shades of your readers, from 
those of the brightest ultramarine to 
those of the deepest carmine-red. 


At the season of the year which 
witnesses the appearance of the an- 
nual crop of new catalogues, there 
must be many in whom these cata- 
logues invoke reflections on the future 
of our hobby. I may be unduly pes- 
simistic, but the reflections which 
these catalogues seem to invoke do 
not appear very pleasant or very 
hopeful. Open the pages of a cata- 
logue anywhere at random and what, 
ten to one, is it that will meet the 
eye? Illustrations and lists of hideous 
surcharges or overprints disfiguring 
the postal issues of a country and ac- 
companied by a minute classification 
of the various forms of carelessness 
displayed by the printers in producing 
these monstrosities, It is often a 
work of some labour to hunt out the 
unadulterated issues from the masses 
of surcharges, etc., amongst which 
they are embedded and hidden away. 
And it is not as if these horrors ap- 
peared in response to the genuine 
postal needs of a country. It is prob- 
ably no exaggeration to say that 90 
per cent of them are merely cases 
of “sending round the philatelic hat.” 
Anyone with the smallest experience 
of administrative organisation will 
realize that the frequent hurried over- 
Printing of stamps to meet sudden 
alls for values that are running short 
or for new values that are required, 
isnot a thing that should occur in any 
Properly run business concern, such as 
& Postal Department should be. It has 
been truly said that sudden demands 
of this kind indicate the need, not for

of such rank growth certainly and 
garden. There is another form, not 
often pleasant to look upon, but yet 
a weed for all that. I refer to the 
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various forms of commemorative or 
temporary issues. Original sin in this 
shape had its rise in the United States 
when Satan tempted the postal au- 
thorities of that country with a golden 
apple on the 400th anniversary of the 
discovery of America by Columbus. 
And since then the virus has been 
spreading alarmingly at an ever-in- 
creasing rate. Countries that remained 
philatelically pure until recently, such 
as France and Great Britain, have at 
last gone under and the catalogue 
shows at the present time hardly any 
country that is free from infection. 
It is the contemplation of all this 
that fills one with dismay for the fu- 
ture of our hobby. Most of us have 
been through the experience of hunt- 
ing for a new country to “take up.” 
And most of us have also experienced 
the feeling of disgust as we examine 
the catalogue lists of various “pos- 
sibilities” which we reject owing to 
the quantity of surcharges 2nd other 
excrescences with which their postal 
issues are choked up. A little more 
and Philately will be reduced to the 
level of the collection of picture post- 
cards, or match box labels. Philately 
seems in danger of dying as a result 
of the weeds with which it is yearly 
becoming more and more overgrown. 


The evil has long been recognized 
and the older generation of philatel- 
ists will remember the well-intention- 
ed efforts of the S.S.S.S. (Society for 
the Suppression of Speculative 
Stamps). These efforts failed, and 
did so probably for two reasons, On 
the one hand its methods savoured 
somewhat of the sergeant-major, and 
people will not be dragooned regard- 
ing their hobbies. On the other hand 
it displayed a certain partiality, if not 
temerity, in, for example, blacklisting 
the Olympic Games issue of Greece 
while fearing to lay hands on the big- 
gest sinner of the lot, the Columbus 
issue of America. And again, more 
recently, the public-spirited intention

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of certain dealers not to list or stock 
a horror like the Malaya-Borneo issue 
of the Straits Settlements, also re- 
sulted in failure. We have to recog- 
nize the fact that so long as respon- 
sible governments issue these things, 
there will be collectors who will want 
them, and therefore dealers must list 
and stock them. A dealer has to 
think of his business, and an excess 
of public spirit will probably only lead 
to loss of business to others less pub- 
lic spirited. It is no use trying to 
imitate Canute (or was it King Ar- 
thur?—it is a long time since I was 
at school!) trying to stem a flood of 
water. If the evil is to be checked 
at all, it can only be by a more subtle 
method. 


The remedy I would suggest is one 
that interferes in no way with the 
freedom of collectors to collect what 
they please, it is one that would inter- 
fere in no way with the business of 
dealers. It lies in the hands of the 
publishers of the recognized cata- 
logues and consists merely of an ex- 
tension of the system under which at 
present they list separately, away 
from the main body of a country, 
such things as officials and postage 
dues. Why not divide the philatelic 
garden, and instead of mixing up 
leeks and turnips with roses, produc- 
ing the feelings of disgust already 
referred to in the would-be philatelic 
botanist, keep each kind in its own 
area? I would suggest that the lists 
of each country be divided into sep- 
arate portions dealing respectively 
with: (a) the regular unadulterated 
issues, the creme-de-la-creme of the 
country, (b) provisional issues, gen- 
erally surcharged, (c) commemorative 
issues, (d) air post stamps, (e) of- 
ficials, (f) special service issues, i.e. 
charity, war and others of that ilk, 
and (g) postage dues. Such an ar- 
rangement would bring to light the 
tempting possibilities of many coun- 
tries that are now hidden by the pres- 
ent olla-podrida arrangement of the 
catalogues. It might also facilitate 
new ranges of specialism, such as in 
air stamps or commemoratives. A 
specialist in the commemoratives of

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nope of filling a library of albums. 
But the main object of the innovation, 
which there need be no attempt to 
disguise, would be to lower the “social 
status,” so to speak, of subsidiary is- 
sues, as compared with regular issues. 
A more subtle and, I venture to sub- 
mit, a much more certain method of 
combating the evil that threatens 
Philately than any Canute-like wav- 
ing of arms. 

But, it may be urged, why alter the 
catalogues? Surely any collector can 
do for himself what is suggested 
above. Certainly, if he has the leis- 
ure. I have done so myself. I pre- 
pare my own lists of the countries 
I am interested in, from the cata- 
logues, on the lines indicated above. 
The pages of my albums are divided 
into the “rose garden” and the “back- 
yard” of a country. In the former I let 
myself go in an attempt to secure 
fascinating ranges of shades of the 
simon-pure regular issues, while sub- 
sidiary issues, if collected at all, are 
relegated to the backyard to be re- 
presented there by the minimum num- 
ber of specimens. But I have only

from the Service gave me an abund- 
ance of leisure for my hobby. The 
vast majority of collectors are busy 
men and women to whom Philately 
comes as a blessed breeze from heaven 
to sweeten their scanty hours of leis- 
ure. It is the function of catalogues, 
as it is the business and the interest 
of dealers, to pave the way and make 
things easy and attractive for those 
who constitute the great majority of 
the votaries of our hobby. 


There is a saying that it is an ill 
wind that blows no one any good. 
It applies, in a way, to the commemo- 
rative issue. Collectors will probably 
agree that the most interesting stamps 
are those where the same design has 
been in use for a prolonged period, 
and where the different stages in the 
stamp’s life can be traced through 
the paper, the tone or the printing, 
e.g. the U. S. 1870 and 1890 types, the 
first and second types of Greece, the 
“Large Cents” and the “Small Cents” 
issues of Canada, etc. It must be the 
hope of every well-wisher of Philately 
that regular issues in future will tend 
to conform more and more to the ex- 
ample set by these issues. And it is 
just here that the commemorative is- 
sue, evil thing though it be, fulfills a 
useful purpose. It tends to keep the 
hands of governments, that look to 
the philatelic hat as a source of rev- 
enue, off their regular issues, and pre- 
vents any following of the example 
set by the late-lamented Seebeck in 
his dealings with the Central Ameri- 
ean Republics, an example which, if 
generally followed, would spell a 
speedy death to Philately. The phila- 
telic purist, therefore, while wishing 
long life and a ripe old age to all cur- 
rent regular issues, can at the same 
time extend a blessing to the com- 
memorative, and while warning him 
off his rose garden, can express a 
hope that he will flourish and continue 
to bring in well-filled hats to the gov- 
ernments that send him round.

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WISCONSIN ORGANIZES 
STATE CLUB 


Wisconsin collectors gathered at 
Fond du Lac on Saturday, March 19, 
organized the Wisconsin Association 
of Philatelic Societies, one of the 
aims of which will be to press a 
movement launched at the meeting to 
secure issuance of a commemorative 
set of stamps in observance of the 
tercentenary of the state in 1934. 

Jean Nicolet came to Wisconsin, ex- 
ploring in the vicinity of Green Bay, 
in 1634, and it was suggested a set 
of stamps might honor Father Mar- 
quette, Allouez and other French ex- 
plorers and missionaries who followed 
him, opening the great Northwest. 
For an airmail stamp to accompany 
the set it was suggested that a de- 
sign showing the first arrivals at Ft. 
Howard, later Green Bay, in canoes, 
and the mail plane of 300 years later, 
would be suitable. 

Historical societies and civic and 
fraternal organizations will be asked 
to co-operate with the state associa- 
tion in taking such steps as may be 
necessary to secure congressional and 
postal department approval of the 
suggestion. 

Other aims of the state federation 
of clubs will be to sponsor frequent 
inter-club affairs and at least one all- 
state banquet each year, to assist in 
the organization of stamp clubs in 
cities where collectors are not organ- 
ized, and to disseminate information 
of particular interest to Wisconsin 
collectors. 

Delegates from clubs at Green Bay, 
Appleton, Oshkosh, Ripon, Sheboygan, 
Madison, Shorewood, Waukeshan and 
Milwaukee were included in the at- 
tendance from more than 20 Wisconsin 
cities, and these delegates constituted 
an organization and nomination com- 
mittee. Total attendance at the ban- 
quet was 104. 

Verne P. Kaub, president of the 
Fond du Lac club, which is Branch 11, 
S. P. A., was named president of the 
state association. Other officers are 
A. W. Draves, president of the Shore- 
wood Collectors’ Club, vice president;

Now, however, that congressmen are 
worried over the situation and afraid 
probably ‘that their own salaries 
might have to be cut unless they soak 
the public properly, it is possible that 
this letter postage will be advanced 
to 8c. Should this change be made, 
we can look for it to go into effect 
inside of 90 days or less, 

There are many possibilities in this 
present situation. Should this rate 
for letters be changed from 2c to 3c, 
it would mean a 3c stamped envelope. 
If the rate goes into effect before 
the Olympic Games at Los Angeles 
it will mean a 8c Olympic instead of 
a 2c Olympic stamp and if letter 
postage is raised to 3c it is certain 
that Air Mail letter postage should 
go to either 7c or 8c. 

On the other hand, Sc letter post- 
age would mean an 18c registration 
and postage fee combined, which 
would give a sinking republican ad- 
ministration a chance to shelve Wood- 
row Wilson on the 17c stamp and 
bring forth one of its favorites on 
the new 18c value. 

Rumors from Washington even go 
so far as to intimate that the Post- 
office Department is helping out its 
own deficit so handsomely by the issue 
of new commemoratives that it is sug- 
gested that a new one be put out each

month for the balance of this Wash- | 


ington Bicentennial year, as a fitting 
way to celebrate and with the idea 
that the money from the stamp nuts 
is just as helpful in wiping out the 
deficit as that from any other source.

A fine copy of the 3c 
COVERS 


U. S. Postage stamp 
of 1861 can be purchased 
for two or three cents. If this stamp 
is on cover the price will be from 
five to ten cents but if this stamp is 
on one of the so-called “Patriotic 
Covers” the price immediately goes 
from a few cents up to a dollar or 
more and for some of the recognized 
rare varieties of picture covers, as 
high as five or ten dollars. 

Originally, when stamp collectors 
began gathering covers that had been 
flown on air mail planes, these covers 
bore no marking other than the can- 
cellation which distinguished them 
from other covers. It is true that 
in many instances the cancellation 
was of a distinctive type or form but 
that is about as far as the matter 
went. Later, as the number of col- 
lectors of these covers grew, the post- 
office department was prevailed upon

to mark these covers with a distinc- 
tive mark “Cachet”, in order that they 
might be identified at a glance as 
being from a certain event. 

To the real collector of Air Mail 
Covers, a cahcet is not a necessary 
part of his cover. If the cancellation 
date is correct, he is satisfied, the 
sole object of the cachet is an iden- 
tifying mark that is readily distin- 
guished. 

The popularity of Cacheted Covers 
has grown until there is a demand for 
a cachet or identifying mark on all 
covers used for first day of issue of 
a new stamp. This Bicentennial year 
has brought forth so many celebra- 
tions of noted historical events that 
collectors of covers are gathering me- 
mentos or souvenirs of these occasions 
by posting letters in the various cities 
or towns where the events are com- 
memorated. For these letters a dis- 
tinctively marked envelope is pre- 
ferred and therefore we have the mod- 
ern Patriotic or Pictorial envelope. 

The object of the picture is solely 
to mark with a distinctive mark, so 
that the cover may be readily recog- 
nized as being tied up with some spe- 
cific event. 

Many beautiful and attractive cov- 
ers are being obtained by those col- 
lectors who are following these events 
and another beautiful thing about 
these special event covers is that they 
need not be flown by air mail and 
a 5c stamp placed on them. Many 
of them can be had for a 2c stamped 
envelope and the use of a handsome 
colored printed envelope adds greatly 
to their beauty and interest. 

Personally, we have little taste for 
the crude and horrible rubber stamp 
marks called cachets that are placed 
on many covers. As stated before, 
the object of the cachet is to identify 
the cover, when this identification is 
made possible by the use of an attrac- 
tive printed cover, we prefer ours 
without the crude, smeary rubber 
stamp work.
